ovor, the following data indicatocthat tho somial habits and practicos of tho 
non cannot be traced to a lack of information of tho kind tosted in this SUrVoy, 
a. Scores oh informtion test. Tho fact is that half of tho whito IM got 
eithor 6 or 7 quostions correct ona 7 question VD tost that was included in tho 
questionnaire, Ninety per cont of the mon got at loast 4 questions right. Tho 


questions, 5 of which wore mulitplo choico and 2 free answer, are givon yelow 
with the pareéahtdga of men answoring sein ica

penis?" (90% ehecked gonorrhea)

(49% wrote in an answor to tho effoct that itts 
because you don’t take a “Pro”, or beenuse you don't, ttko a "Pro in timo to do 
any good, All othar’ answers ‘wore considered incorréct, such as: because you'ro 
caroless, oxcessive oxposuro, more likely to get VD, otc, Since somo of thoso 
rejected answors, especially the answers that one oxposes hinsclf oxcessively t

It is clear that the men have a fairly good grasp of some fundamental facts 
about VD. The tost merely samples the total informaticn they have -about VD, it 
is truc, for it is obvious that many other questions could be’ asked about how to 
put on or take off 2 condom, the contents and use cf Pro-Kits, the possibility o 
telling uninfected girls from infectod ones by mere outward inspection, etc. Sc 
far as these seven questions are a sample of the facts which the men ought to « 
know, it can be scid thet the VD cducational program of the Army is cfficient. 
It is doubtful if recruits or civilian males could do noarly as well as these 
overseas veterans on this test, although comparable scores are not available, 


be Relation of information to frequency of intcrcoursc cnd VD. It is in- 
toresting to note that: 

(1) Men who oxpose themselves most frequently (G roup IV) score as 
high on the informticn test as those who have infrequent sexmal int crcourse o1 
none at all (no difference g reater thar 3 por cent in the proportion in cach 
group that got 6 or all 7 answers correct), 


(2) Men who have had VD overseas score at loast as high’ as those who 
have not (only 2 por cont difforonce in the proportion getting 6 or 7 answors ~- 
correct) « 


(3) Men in units which had rolativoly high VD rates for the five 
month: porio®’, January - May 1945, score at_loast as high as units thet had tho 
lowest ratess(only 4 por cent differonce in the proportion getting 6 or 7 answe:

If we take'the viow that the mon who score 4s low 2s 0, 1, 2, or 3 are th 
men to worry 1beut, and analyze the data for thom, the samo story omerges; the 
men who expose thomwaltvos frequently and those who havo hid VD overseas know at 
least as many right answers to tho test as other no1,*.If the Army wishos to 
change the sexual habits of its men, pouring nore infornotion about VD into the: 
does not seem to be thé ANSWOP. - 
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C. Roelction of informticn scoros to spoeific sox habits or practicos. 
Although informition scores and froqueney of ‘intercourse or VD overseas show no 
direct rolations, it is possible that certain spocific h-bits or practices aro 
ticd to lack of lmowlodgo, 
"Shacking up" all night, for instanco, is a prectico thet. is said by nedica’ 

nuthoritios to bo a source of excessive VD. -This is duc to tho fact thit many co 
the man do not take a Pro or fail to take it soon onwgh after tho cxposureos, 
which may bo mltipie, Thoir answers to 2 specific quostion on "Shacking up" 
show that one man in threo among those who have intorcourse in Italy say that 
they sometimes or usually "Shock up" 211 night (T ablo 12):

At first glance, there is something extromely discouraging about the data « 
information just prosentcd, If,men who know tho most and mon who know the lens 
go out cqually frequontly in sonrch of intorcourse, and if those ‘who know the 
most do not have better prophylactic practices than those who know the least, it 
might look as though the educs Piaget program about VD h«s. been a waste of ime 
and effort. Such a eonclusion, however, is not warranted for several roasons, 


(1) To be conslusive; such a statement would nood to be based on a 
controlled cxperiment,.’ Suppose, for oxample, it wore possible to take two simi 
lar infantry divisions, give one the Army's VD eduecticnal program amd give the 
other nothing, If both divisions saw the samo kind of service in the samo hum: 
populetion (say central Italy). thon differences in VD rates would be indeed 
traceable to differences: in tho effect of the educational ehintitin, unless it 
could be shown that other factors wore intruding. 


(2) It is quite likoly that the fzets of prophylactic procedures are 
Simple that almost any man who is intclligent enough tc bo in the Army can gras 
the techniquos - "‘weor a rubbor; take a Fro" = and know when to use them, At th 
sane tine they.may not be able to toll equally woll why they do what they do. 
(It is true that mon with a better education made higher scores on the informa. 
tion test.) But because the techniques’are simple and beenuse they have been 
taught ovor and ov er again’ in the Army, with talos of dire porsonal consce

a. Attitudes toward VD talks or movies, Tho majority of men endorse tho 
VD cducaticnal program, They say y tint the list talk or movie was very good or 
fairly good, even though 83 por cont of those white EM h-ve boon in the Army 2 
years cr more and have surely seen or he rd the mcterial many tines, over, The 
two questions used to sound out indifference or dislike of the Army VD progran 
are shown in Table 14:

T he two forms of presenting VD mterial are about equally woll likod by 
all the men in the study, Analysis by sub-groups shows no important difforenec 
in reaction .mong those who have frequent intcorecurse, infrequent intorcoursc, 
or no intercourse at all in Italy. Tho group: that has no intercourse (Group L) 
is interesting in this rospect, sinee from one point of view, they do not -necd’ 
VD lectures at 211, Porhaps the movies and talks servo to reinforee their de-~ 
cision to rem.in continent.

Similer analysis shows that 20 per cent of grade school non-graduates 
say they have-had VD at sometige in their life, while only 10 per cent of the 
men who attended college have been infected. Since being overseas, the 
percentages reduce to 9 per cent and 5 per cent respectively. VD figures 
for men on other educationel levels lie between these extremes.

VD infections rise directly with time overseas, as might be expected. 
Only 2 per cent of the men who have been overseas less than a year have been 
infected while overseas, but 13 per cent of those who have been overseas 
2 yeurs or more have been infected while in the Theater, . The men uniformly 
report the same amount (74) of infection as the result of civilian or 
garrison life, It is continued presence in an overscas Theater that 
makes the striking difference (11%) in the proportion now reporting that 
they have been infected sometime in their life.

Certhin other aspects of 2 mants personality are either known or 
thought to be associated with his tendeh¢ies to seek sexual expression 
and the related problem of VD. The use of liquor is one of them; 
et rape ic J ell Army sovics end talks on VD discuss this factor. 


‘The steiaghed program a education also dwells on the dangers of VD 
because of possible consequences to a man's loved ones or because of personal 
_consequences. The "fear" theme is regularly used in driving the lessons of 
‘VD home with the hope that the man will link together abstinence and other 
deep-seated ‘ettitudes, 


A third problem in personality is that of emotional security. It's 
generally thought that a man who knows « girl is waiting for him somewhere 
will be true to her; he will not seek outlets with other wonen. Army life 
overseas vrecks these old emotional ties when it takes « man away from his 
wife or sweetheart, and leaves him with a set of memories and occasional 
letters, In its place, ne has new dangers and lots of frustration and 
uncertainty. — 


These three factors and certain others are discussed in this section. 
The reacticns and attitudes of the soldiers on these questions should prove 
helpful specifically to those who plan anti-VD campaigns, and generally 
to those sho want to know some of the ramifications of the whole problem of 
sexuel upercourss.. 


a. .Expectation of marriage and frequency of intercourse overseas. 
Forty-two per cent of the men say they left a girl behind them in the States 
whom they expecved to marry after the ee 28 per cent say they did not, and 
the remainder are marricd (30%).

‘More difficult to understand is “the pean (22 per cent of all’ men in th 
Theater) who dre sure their sweethearts have stared loyal. As shovnn _the 
chart, a total of 75 per. cent of this group frankly say that they have “had 
intercourse in Italy.

' different kinds of ssxual behavior reported by the men ‘themselves in 
this Theater. . ; 


b. Relation of lignor to sexual exposure. Onl; 9 per cent of the 
men say they haven't drunk any wine or liguor at all since being in 
Italy. ‘Therefore, the problem of liguor and its alleged close association 
with bad prophylactic practices involves about 90 per cent of the white EM 
in Italy. 


It is obvious from the next chart that men who rate themselves as 
bigger drinkers than most soldiers are also much more likely to report 
frequent sexual contacts or exposures. Conversely the non-drinker is 
strikingly more lixely to say that he abstains from intercourse, also. 
Thus, it seems that one behavior is a pretty good predictor of the 
other (Table 31): :

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Answers to another quéstion also reveal the rélatisn between drink- 
ing and intercourse, for élmost 50 per cent of the men say they usually 
or about half the time have a couple of drinks just prior to intercourse 
(Table 32), Data from this study cannot be construed to mean that because 
a man drinks he therefore has’ intercourse, or that wiping out liquor would 
reduce appreciably the number who have illicit intercourse... It is quite as 
likely that the desire for intercoursermay lead to-drinking, or that the 
"desire for drink - desire for intercourse" ,attern of behavior is a 
circular one, with each aotivaétion reinforcing the other. The figures 
can be used, however, to indicate the extent to which the’ two problems 
are connected:

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It is generally assumed thet thé drinking soldicr presents a special 
problem in the control of VD beciuse he is unable properly to apply the 
prophylactic knowledce that he hass “ Sone outfits assume that all men who 
show signs of intoxication have been exposed and take steps accordinsly. 
As one man put it: 


"In this outfit 2 man that comes in drunk is eiven a pro whether he 
likes it or not. The men that heve sexual intercourse, if they 
are men at all, will take the proper precautions, but not drunks." 


Undoubtedly there is much truth in this, yet there is evidence. to 
suggest that men who usually drink before intercourse or who do so about 
half the time have 
than do men who never or hardly ever drink before intercourse. The 
following table shows whether heavy or light drinkers are more likely to 
have the best prophylactic practices:

The differences are not large, but they cre sisnificant both 
in a statistical sense and in the sense that any froup of men that 
fails to apply prophylaxis perfectly is paving the way to high VD 
rates.

The significant findings on the relatien of liquor to the VD

The proup that las most intercourse is the only group that places 
first the reason, "a venereal disease can ruin your health permanently", 
which indicates that this group is less characterized by. fear of social 
consequences than it is by personal ones, 


There is one score upon which the vast majority of men agree, 
regardless of their own sexual practices in Italy. About 90 per cent of 
them say that it is always or usually a man's own fault if he.gets VD. 
Men who have had VD overseas likewise: say it is a man’s own fault if he 


gets it. Since many of these men may have acquired VD at a time when they 


thought the; were using prophylactic procedures correctly, “plete answers 
are viven completely - for inspection.

Although the following seven questicns hive frequently proved of real 
service in the analysis of other problems in soldier attitudes and morale, 
none served to differentiate between men who report no sexual intercourse in 
Italy and those who hive intercourse with varying degrees of frequency, a/ 
It. was thought, for instance, that men who fail to get along with other 
people, or who don't like their jobs might compensate by frequent sexual 
contacts, thet men who are generally dishenrtened or, who feel physically 


below par might be less agressive (or more agzressive? sexuall and that ° 
men who are ee in their free tise mistht be those ae have most sexual 
contact. 


The seven questions, each of which had an appropriate check list, 
that were used to test these notions, are as follovs: 


(1) "Do you like to work with the other fellows in your company?" 


(2) "Do you consider your own present job or duty in the Army an 
important one in the war effort?" 


(3) "How satisfied are you about being in your present Army job 
instead of some other Army job?" 


(4) "How would you say people you know feel about you?" 


(5) "In general, how would you say you feel most of the time, in 
good spirits or in low spirits?" 


(6) "In general, hov would you say your health is?" 


(7) "Can vou find interesting things to do in your off-duty free 
time?" . 


Although these questions, dealing with personal frustration (whether 
on or off the job), social rejection, and feelings of psychological and 
physical well-being proved non-differentiating with regard to sexual 
behavior, this in no way should deny the wisdom or suitability of other 
approaches or of extended questioning in these areas. The present 
questionnaire was sufficiently long (77 questions) to preclude further- 
penetration into these areas at this tine. 


a/ These questions do differentiate between men of different commands in 
this study. The} show that men in the Air Forces, for instance, have 
highest job satisfaction, men in PBS say they are in poorest health, etc. 
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9. Seledted Argy Attitudes In Relation To VD Problenti\ 

There are certain attitudes held by the men toward Army practices, 

' policies, and situations which are relevant to the problem of controlling 

VD. If men do not disapprove of a fellow soldier who becones infeeted and 

if they think he should not be punished even for repented offenses, then 

‘Army administrators lack the backing of soldier opinion in fighting VD. 

These questions are discussed in this section. 


The problems of pesses and diversionary activities are also discussed. 
Vhat do the men think of the present pass situation? Do they have enough 
_ wholesome Gveraion? More important, do they want to be diverted from 
women? 


j a. Attitudes toward AVOL and going on sick call. Certain parts of 
the data a Attitudes toverd AVOL and going on sick call. men who abstain 


from intercourse, and therefore who have lower VD rates, are men with 
better general attitudes or morale. Although this was not true with 
regard to satisfaction with one's Army job, fretting along with other 
fellows in the company, and a general feeling of well-being, it_is true 
with regard to attitudes toward going on sick call unnecessarily, going 
A’ OL, and contracting VD. 


First of all, note that while the majority of men say they dislike a 
fellow who goes on sick call unnecessarily or who goes AVIOL, sizeable 


minorities do not disapprove of these practices (Table 38):

Once again. men who have had no’ intercourse in Italy are more likely 
to take the stern attitude of disapproval (244), while only 10 per cent 
of men who have most frequent intercourse say they would hold it against 
him whether or not the man went on sick call. 

b. Why men would not go on sick call. The mer. were isked to give 
freely any reasons they mignt have for not wanting to go on sick call if 
they thought the) had caught a venereal disease. Very few of the men 
wrote in any reason whatsoever; so few that this reaction suggests 

‘ strongly that the majority would go on sick call if they thought they 
were infected. Boy. 


The mdést coruaon reason written in br these who wrote anycning at all 
: involved pride aud shame, and perhaps fear of consequences. Typical 
~ remarks of this sort are: .

The matter ef punishment was 
specificall, raised elsevhnere in the questionnaire, and 32 per cent of the 
men said yes in response to the question, "If a soldier in your outfit 
catches i venereal disease and goes on sick cull right away, does-he lose 
any privileres -- is he punished in any way?" an addi tional 5i per cent 
aah Oy and 17 per cent indicated that they didn't Know,. 


The men are evenly split on the question, "Do you think a soldier 
who gets a venereal mei more than once should be punished?" Forty- 
eight per cent ere against punisament, and 47 per eent in favor, with 5 
per cent’ fxiling to answer “the question. 


Mien who nave had VD overseas i about 2 to 1 azninst, punishment 
for recurrent petite (65% vs 342). Men who have most frequent 
intercourse likewise tend to vote zesinst punishment (61% vs 374). At 
the other extrene, 2 slight majorit} of. the men who have had no inter=— 
course in Italy vote in favor of punishment (52% vs 40%, with 8% not 
voting;. 


The men were asked, "How shoyld he be punished?" if he should be 
punished at all. Practical iy all men who said Punsalan was in order 
wrote a free comment about the tipe of punishment they thought suitable.

Since half of the men do not approve of any punishment, it seems that 
restricting a man is the only punishment for repeated offenses thet might 
meet the approval of at least a large minority of the en. 


d. Passes and frequency of intercourse. It is frequently alleged 
that the siving of passes is closely related to the problen of controlling 
VD. The reasons offered are often contradictory. For instance, it is 
said: . 


(1) That if a man could get to a town or city, he could entertain 
himself in a wholesome wa 


(2) That if ‘a man gets to go to town, the first thing he does is 
look up 2 girl. : 

(3) Thi t when en are re fused passes, they have intercourse 
anyhow under tne very worst of proph:i:ctic circumstances - in the woods 
or weeds in or near the camp where a man cannot care for himself and where 
the girl cannot cither, thus e:dangering all men who contact her. 


(4) That men go AWOL, if only for 30 iinutes, when refused passes, 
and then do not dare go to a Pro Station, for some say = record is made out 
and sent to their company orderlj) room, 


All of these are reasonable. To test the relation of cexial behavior 
to frequency; of passes, several «uestions vere asked, 


Lighty per cent of the men say they are able to -get to a town or aty 
at least onee a week, In fact at Least nel? of the wen (54%) say they 
get there more than once 2 week. 


Men who get to town most frequently report neither nore nor less 
sexual intercourse than those who are less able to get to town. 


Only 16 per cent of the men say, No, I have not had fair share 
of passes in response to the question, "Do you Peel tiat you have been 
given your fair share of passes in the last few montns?" These men report 

neither more nor less frequent intercourse than the others. 


The answers of the men also reveal that men who get the most over- 


night passes are also those who report most frequent intercourse, 
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On another question, 21 per cent of the wen said they stayed all night 
in an Italian house, apartment, or hotel the last time they were on over- 
night pass. As might be expected, the group that has most intercourse is 
the group that is most likely to stay in Italian residences. 


It seems clear, then, that merely getting to town itself is not 
associated with highly frequent intercourse. Men who request ond obtain 
overnight passes, however, are much more likely to be those who have 


. frequent intercourse, and it seems fair to conciude that they are more 
~iikely to "shack up" for the night. 


The problem of what men do on pass was also approached fron. another 
angle - by asking the men to write freely an anusver to the question, 
What do you usually do when you go on 2 pass? (Please tell us as fully 
,as you can)." about 90 per cent of ihe an wrote an answer to this 
quéstion, and the average man mentioned at least two: things which he does 
usually when on a pass. 

. ’ 

A total of 31 per cent of the remarks indicated that the men who 

wrote them usually seek 2 woman as a main activity when on pass: 


14% indicate they definitely have intercourse. 


13% indicate they try to find a woman, but do not imply they always 
succeed. 


4% say they have a "date", whith may or may not indicate intercourse. 


An even lerger mumbsr of remarks, 40 per cent, are alout searching 
for liquor of same kind, perhaps going to a night. club to vet it. (It 
should be noted again that the same individual could be included in both 
totals - looking for liguor and for a womun), The complete classification 
of things the men say they usually do on @ pass follows (Table 40):

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There are some immense differences between the various groups by 
frequency of intercourse. Two per ¢ent of mon who heve remained continent 
in Italy say they seck female companionship; in the highest frequency of 
intercourse group (Group IV), 63 per cent say they look for a wonen. This 
latter group is more than ti dice as likely to say they look for liquor, «1lso.

It is quite likely that more frequent passes will simply mean more 
frequent attempts at sexual contacts for men who say that looking for a 
wonan is what they usually do when on a pass (nen-in Greup IV). Their 
behavior onipass seems clear enoush; they are not primarily interested 
in the Red Cross Club, sight-seeing tour, or walking around town. They 
have a purpose =~ women and liquor, then movies or shows. At this point, 
it seems indeed questionable that bigger and better clubs would divert 
these men, although they might indeed aid the man who has no definite _ 
purpose in aind like the one who vrote this comment; 


“More things to keep one's self occupied while off duty would keep 
one's mind more at ease and less would he think of the opposite sex. 
One cannot find anything to do and he finnll; canes to the conclusion 
that a piece aad a pro will take up a couple c. hours of his time." 


e. Diversionarv facilitios, From the point of view of VD control, 
bars for the men either in the company or "on ligaits" in town, dances, 
restaurants in towns, clubs, etc., are diversionary.

fen who have most frequent intercourse are somewhat more likely to 
say that Italian bars are available to them as-well as unit bars. More 
important, however, is the fact that men in the most frequent intercourse 
groups seen to prefer the Italian bars. As shown before, they drink more 
than men who have little or no intercourse and they are more Likely to 
drink in an Italian bar, “here, it can be ussunsd, native girls are 
often available for companionship. About 3 per cent of the men prefer to 
drink in an Itelian "Off limits" bar, so they say, and almost all of these 
men are in the two groups that hive intercourse ost frequently. 


RESTAURAL? and mess facilities for.men on pass also give a clue as‘ 
to the different habits of men who have intercourse most frequently. 
These men are more likely to sap that the last time they were in a city on

DANCES or mien ed are usually thought to be Sisk smaae that is, if. 
men have a.cess to girls under planned, socisl conditions then the profable 
consequences in terms of expoeure..and VD are minimized. Many of the men 
take this point of view, as indicated in this comment: 
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"Still we sre confronted with the woman problem. The absence of 
wonen naturally makes the average soldier more conscious of them 
and after brooding for awhile seeks release by going to a whores 
Soldiers do not have the opportunity to meet the better class 
ItsJdan owen under the present setun. I beliewe the Red Cross 
could help this situation a great deal by huving. parties, dances, 
and so on, and inviting respectable girls to participate in the 
activities." 


The data collected here do not support such a conclusion, however, 
First, it should be noted that a third of the men have dances or parties 
at least once a week, another third say they have had none in the last 
three months, and the remaining third indicate that they have had just 
a few dances or parties in the ‘last three months. However, the group 
that says the men in their outfit can go to a dxnce at least once a week 
contains just as many, in fact slightly more, men who have very frequent 
intercourse. The group that has no dances or parties and the intermediate 
group are not different in the frequency of reported intercourse. 


A question on the nationalit: of the-girls at the dances or purties 
fails to sho. any relation to frequéne) of sexual intercourse because 
there are apparently almost no dances which are restricted exclusively 
to Americ: or English girls (1%). This makes compsrisons impossible. 
Seventy-eight per cent of the men who are in outfits that have dances 
say that only Italian girls attend the dances (cr parties). The remaining 
21 per cent say that a mixture of Italian, American, and English girls 
are in attendance. 


The data of this study do not permit any interpretation as to whether 
the type of giris who attend soldier dances is more or less free of VD 
than the t;pe tne soldier picks up in other ways, If it were true that 
these girls nad less VD, then from the viewooini of V2 control, it would 
be wise to press this part of the diversionary prograa. As has been 
indicateca, however, this would not reduce frequency of sexual intercourse. 


It is quite possible, tite, that sen who have infrequent intercourse - 
(Groups II and IZTI) might exneciall) be content with mere female =~ 
companionship of the type provided by more frequent dunces with selected, 
better-class girls, but this is conjecture so far as the data of this 
stud) are concerned.

On all other items, the various groups show little difference. 
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It is clear that men who have frequent intercourse want activities 
that throw them into contact with wouen or at least set the stage for 
such contacts. They do not want to be diverted. It is the froups that 
already are civerting themselves that favor a better diversionary 
program and for whom » carefully planned diversionary program may yield 

. biggest results in V9 control. Licking adequate diversion, these men 
may find it easy to "sill a few hours" with a wonan, vith its risk of VD. 


The fact that men who have most intercourse more frequently request 
overnight piaces to stay is subject to dual interpretation. Perhaps they 
want such places provided by the Arm: so that they can stay with a girl 
for several hours and then heve a nearby Army billet, which would eliminate 
a trip back to camp. On the otier hand, it is possible that more over- 
night places to stay would reduce the frequency of exposure, expecially 
to "shack jobs", if the men did not have to-rent rooms in Italian homes 
or hotels. Any need for renting rooms in such places sets the stage for 
"shacking up", even though the man did not particularly have this in mind 
when he started on 2n overnight pass.

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The chief problem that the men see is that of violation of the privileges 
of rank. The situation can be paraphrased thus: 


What's sauce for the goose is sauce for the sander. ‘Ye should not be 
handicapped because of renk in our search for cican women or’in our ability 
to entertain them, And tris means using governmont vehicles, too. Our 
officers, as models of conduct, mst not do things from which we are both 
restricted, Furtherrore, if we get VD and if t»cy fet VD, there should be 


a 


no diffexenecs in the censure or puniskrent mated out. 


This paraphrasing comes from the-following small sroup of comments, which 
were selected because they represent a larger group: 


"We do not have davees, and our outfit hes boon overseas 28 months now. 
There are no decent girls to be with or near, so prostitution is prev- 


alent. Officers each week fly the planes to Rowe, Naples, etc., and 
bring cack Ansvican girls--, “ACS, nursss, civilian workers for’ dances 


-- and then 'shack-up' in their tent aroa next to ours. Yet we are 
given lectures each week against bringing women into our srea. In 
cases like ths one sURS mentioned, good excmoles by officers are not 
sot for enlisted mon, 


"As for the officors heving all the ACs, I believe there is an A. R. 
out which statos that an officor is not to associate with an cnlisted - 
WAC. Why isn't this A. R. adhered to? Give the Enlisted Men a chance: 
to be with and takk to a few American WACs ad also have a dance with 
them," 


"A fellow can't Siar criticize the Arn, 1s he would be speaking 
against his government. It scems to Si howsvar, the enlisted men 
are looked down upon too mich by the Pere 3. Wo arc many times 
made to fool like something lowor then ¢ PY srd Itm not oxageerating. 
I do agree that they (tho officers) aeata ce entitled to more privi- 
leges, but why not give tho EM mors privilcgos.’ I can't blame a man 
at times for gctting drunk to drown his sorrovs, end during that tire 
ne may contact VD. If the high officials wore 3s conecerned as they 
mike off to bo, they'd choek into those things. Too much talk and ne. 
encugh dene.” ‘ 
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"First thera is too mech differonce in ths privil ogee of EM and 
orficcrs. GI's soldom have a cha@to of picking up-an American WAC or 

nursso. The officers wost always have transpoxtation and can pick up 

the more decent Italian girls. They have bcttor places to go. Bot- 


. ter clubs, ‘better drinks, and better living quartors., I think the 


most trouble is caused because of inofficiert leaders. Most officers 
nover practico what they preach to thsir BOR» " 


"One day they give us a lecture on brin ging babes in camp and shacking 


up. They said if we'd caught it was our Seidl Noxt dey the officors 
fly to Romo or othor place’, brought ‘movican ¢irls*for a dance-- 
most of the timo it was shacking-up in their tonts, as we live next 
to them -- nico oxample -- lecture one minute ard then turn around 
and do the opposita,." 


"Captain keoping women (Itelien) in his quarters and eating better 
food than we do, Captain holding up our siovws until he and his Ital- 
ian frionds erc reacy to sce it,™- 


"I do not fool with women in town on pees or any*time I'm drinking. 
There are plenty of prostitutes hanging sround where I work to sat- 
isfy mo. Our organization hes fought an offiter's war for twenty- 
cight months, ‘hey have a fine club, whiskoy, dances with civilian 
U. S. women from Rome, with nurses, with netivo girls, We'vo had 
nothing. I don't blame tho officers as a wrole, Only the organi- 
zation leaders, We've had no wholesome co rtect with women since 
we've besn overseas, All our relations with women we have to sneak, 
Naturally we aren't thrown into contact with the bottor females, The 
only womon I've takkod to for two years have beon whores, Occasion- 
ally wo sce'a Red Cross girl, but. that doosn't case the longing for 
fomale companionship, With a bottor chanec at mild flirtations a 
little rceking possibly, I think tha disoase rate would fall, So 
fer, if wo want fomalc companionship wo have to resort to prostitute: 
And it's rough to hear a good orchsstra, lauzhter from the officers 
club, Thoy scom to think we can remain ccolidatcs while they bask in 
fominine company." 


“why arc officers <liowceé to keep their service rccords clear when they 
contract venereal disease by having thoir medical record marked with 
ovorything from a bloody nose to a strain? Is it bcncath their dig- 
nity? Tho cnlisted mon are not stupid, They know that rank is no

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"Tho only onc thing wrong in Italy is a G I, cantt tako a girl into 
his room all night, tis pay docsn't callow im to force tho fomalc to 
go with him. .And in this command womon.who aro suppossdly in love 
with the cffieors shack up, stay in tho same villots and cet a holl 
of 6 lot bettor saon chlistcd mon who aro doing the job. “hy is it 
that when a soldior gsts VD ho's bustod, yat you novar hoar of an 
officor*’s.

our Gods. Thcev should ont tho sane ns wo do -- they should live tho 
same 2s wo do and thay shouldn*’t bo cllowcd to livo away from the 
campe I know 3 lot of mon who would Like to scttle down and marry 

& girl from Italy but because of a projuciced scot of officors who 
think «11 womon here ore whores, won't ssc it through. Yot they 
thomsolves stay months at a timo with tho smo class woman.” 
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III. CONCLUSIONS 


Cortain impressions, suspicions, and itforoencos srise from tho data and 

arc the subjoct matter of this section, They lack tho facturl surety of the 

main findings given in © previous scction. Tho diffievlty with the main find- 
ings as given is that thoy soldom prove a causal rolationship, thoy morely statc 
what the relations aro, For cxamplo, it is quite clioar that the use of liquor, 
frequent intorcourse, and poorcor prophylactic practices ste associated positiveo- 
ly. A man who drinks tends to uso poor propliylectie practices in his intorecur 
ecursc, and ho has intsurcourse frequontly- But this ussociationr doos not indi-~ 
cate.which, if any, of th2 thros is causative of the othor two, Porhaps thore 
is another factor still unexplorod and unroported in the study which is truly 
causal, 


This is not to impugn the value of the study; sooror or later an investi- 
gator necds to know the relationships in as exact a form »s possible so that 
sheor trial and error or planned trial and error (exporimonte1) procedures can 
show him’what causes what. This is the ultimato path to control, whother tho 
problom is one in physics .cr ono in socicty, such as tho problem of VD control, 
Occasionally the morc statistics of relationship, as’ prosentcd in this study, 
give sonc immedinte clues us to what is causing what, thus onadling the porson 
charged with an action program liko that of controlling VD to abandon certain 
procodures.as being unroelatod and to attompt, contro) through others without all 
the previous-planned trial and error which would bo dosirable if there were lots 
of time and money and if human vilucs could be ignored complotely. 


When 3 out of 4 soldicrs ongage in any givon -ctivity which the Army would 
like to control, the problom is numericaliy stagecring, “hen it is an activity 
which is approved by the group 32s 1 whole, not only by 2. man for himsolf but for 
the other follow too, this poworful social sanction maiscos the activity almost 
uncontrollable. This is the apparont situation with.rseard to sexual inteorcour: 
amoung these overseas mon, Tho normal (in the sonss of civilisn) disapprovalcéf 
intercourse is missing cxecpt 2s ones is rominded by monorios or by lottors, It 
has boen shown for instance, that having a loy2i sweetheart somowhore clso is 
not a poworful deterrent for a11 the mon ovorseas, ‘\1lthough it is for’a minorit. 
Undor normal conditions this is ono of the most powerful of sanctions, loading 
to abstinonce from intcrcours: with othor women, 


Thero is a now sot of accopted “rights” and "wrongs" in this overseas sit- 
uation: it is right to fove intorcourss with any rvailablo. woman, it is not 
wrong to got YD unloss ono fails to go on sick erll, i* is wrong to punish a mar 
for VD (ovon for repoatod offenses, tho mon aro divided in their judgoments a- 
bout punishing tho offendor), it is right to pay for intorcourse (thore is no 
insistence that it be on tho civilian basis of st lo st affoction, if not love), 
it is no disgraco to carry prophylectic oquipmont and others havo a right to ro- 
mind you to carry it. It scoms not ot ll unlikoly thot the majority would fas 
vor Army operated or coutrolloed houses of prostitution had tho question been 
asked, since 31 por cont of the mon volunteocrod this as © solution to tho prob- 
-lom of WD while ovorscase > 
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What is “richt" or "wrong" in the soldior's viow doponds 2 lot on what tho 
civil populstion will tolorate. Tho particular population in which these MTOUSL 
sOldiors move is cuite tolerant of soxucl contacts botwceon soldiors and civil- 
isons. Any so dior in the Thoator. of any color, can probably relatc dozons of 
instancos whon hoe was publicly approschcd by womon or by male procurors, It is 
quite common in some Italicn citics to so2 small boys bargaining compotitivoly 
with cach othor bofore a soldicr in hopos of accomplishing = contact’ between the 
soldior and a woman. The boys frequently allcogs she is their sister, end recits 
loudly her numerous physical charms. 

Should = soldior meroly want fomale companions:ip, this may be casily had 
if companionship means‘merely being with 2 woman, ‘any write tint they just war 
to dance with,’ talk to, or bo with 2 woman cs ¢ change from the ctornal malo so- 
ciety of the Army. Hore again he is almost complotoly frustrated for a varicty 
of reasons Fritish or. Amorican Army girls are so fow in number that ho cannot 
hope to win one of them as a companion if even for onc nisht a wock. Also, it 
may become an ontangling alliance in case ho is ono of the 30 por cont who are 
marricd or of the additional 20 por cent who havo “lLoysl" swécthcarts waiting at 
homo, If he thon turns to in Italian girl for compinionship, he gsanerally finds 
himself unable to talk to her beyond a few simple oxpressions, If he maintains 
the companionate or non-intoreourse spprovch to ths Boe ab tem he is almost 
surcly a frustretod PEM: and if he is tompted to shift the rolation to a somal 
one, he probably finds lcSs recistance than ho wis necustomed to in his pre-Arm 
experience, Nono of this ‘is wiitton in torms of Memilt® or "propricty"; those 
Scom to be the facts of the situation. 


In this now social situation, it’can be scid thot it is the peculiar mn 
who refrains from intercourse if wo look at the bohavior from a strictly numor- 
ical point of view, for the grcat majority have irtoreourse (73 per cent of 
whitos; 96 por cont of Nogroos). There is no one charactoristic that doscribo: 
the mon who rofrains, This study shows 9 sorics of "moro vere ea none of 
thom. vory largo. Tho abstainor is more likely to bo:

It is not ignorance of VD information thet -~cecints for tho diffsrenee in 
the behevior of the men, nor disintorost in the VD oducntionnl program that tho 
Army uses, Tho movics ond talks are onéorsed by tho m.jori ity of mon, including 
those who hove ho intorcourso at sll, It is as though the men wore saying, 
"Thonks for the information, I noed it when I hove int doce over hore. How- 
over, I may or may not pay attention to it.” 


Tho brief cxcursion into porsonality factors indicntod that the onos oxam- 
incd hore had little or no influenes on the extant to 7 which men had intorcourse 
These wore the questions on: I fool that othors don't liko mo, I can't got a= 
long with mon in my company, I'm usually in low spirits, I dislike my Army job, 
ote, It may bo that 2. nors segiebinced Hei analysis of mon who aro having inteorcours< 
would show how they diffcr in persoanlity from mon who abstain, especially thosc 
fow mon who are having intapeoursa, yaly freaucntly - ovory day or twice a day. 
Such mon might ‘indeod havo @soply rooted psychological difficulties or diffcr- 
SNCS. 


Howcvor. the mon in this study oro: not. Jheving an unusual amount of intor- 
course qt 211 for mon of + heir avorago, ago (26 yx ie ee Any mani of age 26, and 
cortainly any married mon in the Thoator (20 per cort),’ean rightfully fool that 
ho is boing cheated soxusily by this overseas situation, which is not of his mak 
ing. Tho sterdy rise in froquency of intercourse with tine ovorscas givos cro- 
dence to this notion of boing cheatog from the scx lits which socioty taught hin 
was his as soon as he oceamo:s mn, Furthcrnors, oily 10 por cont of ahl thoso 
mon are having intercourse at least onec 2 wook, “ich cortainly is not an indi- 
cation of anything like <bnormal sexual activity. Tho avorage frequency of once 
to twice por month is zortsinly not high if wo con hozard’guessos 18 to tho pro- 
beable frequency of intorcourse for this group of mon if they woro in normal civ- 
ilian life. 1B ee: | 


Tho suggestions to this point can be sunthizcd by soying that wo, as invoes- 
tigators, should look upon intorcourse 2s porfectly normal for mon in this ovor- 
scas situotion, in viow of the fact thot 3 out of 4 whito BM hawo intorcourso, 
the Army would mke a mistako in cithor charging theso mon with soxual abnormal- 


ity or in treating thom as such. 


This leaves tho problom of VD still untouchcd, Theo study shows that any mn 
who has intcrcourse is 2 potential VD problom, which wos obviously truo, but thof 
those who have most froquont inborcourso’do not have proportionatoly higher VD 
rates, which is not obviously truco, This suggests that mon who havo most fro- 

,qauont intorcourse 1a°c no more in nood of prophyl«ctic cducation than othors.

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The prosont cduentionnl proreram of ropettod lectures, discussions, and mov-

the mon's urfounded hopos that 2 now drug is tho answor to the whole problem (22 
por cont of the. mcn said penicillin will curso all casos of Gonorrhea and Syph- 
ilis) should be quickly countcree by the truth, 


Providing diversionary activities and fncilitiss is 7211 woll snd gaod, es- 
pecially for men who hive little or no intorcoursc, That is what thoy nood and 
want. To acsumo that this will also roach tho 16 vor cont in the oe fre- 
gueney of intcrcourss g-oup and divort thom is probably misloading; tho data on 
what they do on pass and what facilitios they ws.t indicate that what they want 
most is something tho Army docs not supply - women for soxial purposos, 


There is no bier 2n this study that the problom of frequont intcreoursc 


and VD stoms from lack of c.iversionery activitizss. This conclusion inno wuy 
ean: bo interpretcd 2s Rane Fe failurs te orovidce the mon with as«many activ- 
itics and facilitics as rossibleo. It may bc iha. intorcourse and VD. rates wo.ilc 
mount rapidly without them because mon who ai. now diverted would no longor be 


diverted, It may be, too, that some of the men in tho middlo groups would havo 
even lcss froguoit intercourse if moro facilitios wore provided, Tho point is 
that thore is a large numbor of men who want, first, womon,and liquor, and then 
in the many hours cf froc timo that remain. .sceocs to other activitios, 


This somewk hes failed to show any major ways in which VD might be reduecd 
Anoung soldicrs within theo framework of the > Armyts orescnt control policy. Tho 
present offorts should be continucd if grovnd is not to bo lost in the fight for 
control of VD. It is coneéivable tht minor roductions in VD ratos might ~be-ac- 
complished by discovoring ways to brine groun prossure or soldicr opinion to bocy 
against mon who ccontract VD. There was cvidonee roportod by somo company officc 
to the offect thet YO xates in their compsnizs dropped considorably-artor com- 
mittecs for WO cortroi vore set up amoung tho Elf themsclvos, Those committocs 
then brought heavy consuro upon mon who breke the Compstny's VD record, inquired 
into the circumstances, and took steps to see that no further aah cat 2 ate occuroc 


There is a big ping that: could be taken toward reducing VD, but it lics out 
Side the presont policy «of the Army in controlling YD, That stop is tho reduc- 
tion of VD in the ohvage on populntion of the ‘hunter, It is perfoctly obvious 
that if our soldiors onter the Thoator froc of VD, and that if tho MP's and civ- 
ilian suthorities ‘renee togothcr to climinato VD from prostitutos, as they are 
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doing in somo placocs, there still mst bo an important source of infection whict 
is neglected, That source is tho Italian malc, nh miny parts of Italy thore 
are froo facilitics availnble for infectcd women but thoro ere fow if any for 
mon. The presont campaign in many citics to climinctc VD from prostitutos is 
bound to fail so long as they havo sexial contact with husbends , pimps, swect- 
hearts, or othor Italian mon who havo the purchaso price and who carry VD that 
is virtually unchockeod,. 


If it is considered impossibdlo to set up-such a VD control program, aimed 
not only at tho fomaloc but at tho Itclicn male as woll, then the suggestion of 
@ groat many EM has considorable morit; scot up GI housos whore the women are 
kept -s clcoar of VD :s is possible by ocithor dircet Army action or at loast by 
Army control through civilian agencics using Army medical supplics, These wo- 
mon would hsve to be recheékod eftor covery contact with civilicn miles, if the 
situation were not cxclusively for GI's, For many of thc men who éstablish per- 
manent, Ssomi-pormanocnt or tomporary rolations with 2 civilion girl, modical ox- 
amination ond troatmont for VD should bo provided upon tho request of a soldior, 
and without any projudzcc. 


The problem of providing billcts for men on pass sntors hore. If it is 
supposed that tho Army can not concicyvzbly trike any steps for cxamining or 
troating thoicivilian population, it might still ~clp tho soldior to moct the 
Army's prophylactic stoncards ("Use . rubbor; take 7 Pro"). A‘soldicr who has 
no ¢loan placc to go with 2 girl, whore there is running wator, cannct ‘take a 
Pro, as they somot imos romrk. 


Tho stops for climinasing VD. in the civilla: populetion would be thd dis 
steps in controlling YD, As the situation .ow s.cnds for white EM, it can odo» 
expected that 4 cases of VD will appear rathor rolentlossly for cach 1000 sex- 
valycontacts in a»population 7s highly infocted 7s is thot of Italy. With cx- 
posure rates mounting as troops have less and less to occupy thoir time, tho 
outlook for rdducing rates markedly within the present policy is not cncour- 
aging. 
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
